Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative summarized the invention and pointed out 
the use of a relay to automatically disconnect the ports upon receiving a voltage drop from the voltage sensor. The 
automatic disconnection from the sensor to the relay is the main difference between the prior art, Kou and the 
proposed claim amendments.
